The 
one addressed to Bloodworth read: 

“This is to advise you that un- 
less you keep the Negroes out of 
there you may risk the .conse- 
quences, for we have plenty of 
guns and ammunition to deal with 
all of you, and besides we have all 
of the dinimite (sic) we need to 
blow up the whole burg. (Signed) 
So be wise.” 

The letter addressed to the Sher- 
iff read: 

“If you value your life and the 
life of your family, I would advise 
you to have all of the Negroes out 
of there by Saturday and keep 
them out, and also Mr. (Lois) 
Cooper, for that is one place in 
good old Missouri where we are 
determined that no Negroes shall 
live. And if you can shoot it out 
with our tommy guns and bombs, 
all ok, brother. , .. and we have 
plenty of guns and dinimite to 
deal with all such as you. 
(Signed) So be wise.” 

Sheriff Won’t Bar Negroes. 

Hogg had flatly rejected the re- 
quest of white residents of Ash 
Hill township to help them pre- 
vent importation of Negro farm 
help into the all-white community. 
The Sheriff yesterday voiced his 
determination to give full protec- 
tion of the law to Negroes and 
to Cooper, who had been threat- 
ened after he attempted to employ 
an elderly Negro pair on his farm. 

This stand was seconded by the 
Prosecuting Attorney, who pointed 
out that the grand jury which last 
week indicted 71 persons on a 
charge of ejecting Negroes from 
the W. W. Clark farm was still in 
session, and would be asked to re- 
turn further indictments if evi- 
dence warranted. 

A preliminary report on racial 
disorders in Butler County already 
has been sent to Washington by 
the St. Louis F. B. I. office. This 
report embodied complaints that 
civil rights had been violated, and 
left it to the office of the United 
States Attorney General] to decide 
whether a formal F. B. I. investi- 
gation should be conducted,

Former Draft Official 
Plunges From Build- 
ing — Leaves Note:

NEW YORK, Jan. 18 (AP). — 
John Edward Wilson, 58 years old, 
former draft board official under 
indictment with Gert Hans von 
Gontard on a charge of conspiracy 
to violate the Selective Service 
Act, plunged to his death last 
night from a 14-story building. 
The building houses draft board 
No. 20 of which Wilson once was 
chief clerk. 

Police said Wilson, also under 
arrest on charges of conspiring to 
keep a restaurant owner out of 
the armed forces, left four notes, 
two to his wife, one tg a friend 
and a fourth addressed to no one. 
All related to the indictment. 
Those to Mrs. Wilson, police re- 
ported, said he was to have ap- 
peared in court today in connec- 
tion with the indictment. “This 
is the only way out,” police quoted 
him as writing. 

Wilson was indicted by a Fed- 
eral grand jury Jan. 10 along with 
Von Gontard, a grandson of the 
late. Adolphus Busch, St. Louis 
brewer; Dr. Arnold A. Hutsch- 
necker, a German refugee; Army 
Lt. Francis X. Grottano, and 
Michael Mangano, an officer of 
a uniform company. 

The indictment charged that the 
men conspired “to the making of 
false statements as to the unfit- 
ness and noniiability” of Von Gon- 
tard for selective service, and “to 
unlawfully, wilfully and knowing- 
ly counsel, aid and abet” Von Gon- 
tard to evade service. 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney J. Gerrard Cregan said Wilson 
succeeded in having Von. Gon- 
tard’s records transferred here 
from a Los Angeles board where 
he registered. 

If aonvicted, Wilson faced a pos- 
sible five-year prison sentence and 
a $10,000 fine,

War Profiteers Play Into Hands 
Of Would-Be Hitlers, Nelson Says 


Pressure Groups Recklessly Gamble With 
U. S. Future to Gain a Temporary Advant- 
age for Themselves, He Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 (AP).— 
War profiteers are playing into 
the hands of America’s “would-be 
Hitlers,” says Donald Nelson, 
chairman of the War Productions 
Board. 

Speaking at a dinner given in 
his honor by the British-American- 
Canadian Combined Production 
and Resources Board, he said last 
night that some men, “while not 
Fascists themselves,, play into the 
hands of the would-be Hitlers by 
helping to destroy the country’s 
unity and democratic balance.” 

“These are the men,” he con- 
tinued, “who make up our pres- 
sure groups, who seek to make big 
profits out of the war, or who 
produce our wartime strikes—men 
in any class who would reckless- 
ly gamble with the nation’s future 
in order to gain some petty tem- 

advantages for them- 


He said that the “Hitler psychol- 
ogy” is not confined to foreign 
nations—“we run into it, all too 


often, here at home. In my ex- 
perience, the invariable sign of 
the Hitler mind is the way it dis- 
torts and ignores facts, and sure- 
ly insists on having its own way 
at any cost to the people.” 
Nelson added that two years of 
American war effort in high gear 
have “staggered the imagination 


of the world... .” 
“The real cause for celebration,” 


he said, “is the virility of the free 
society which was able so swiftly | 
to transform itself from the’ 
world’s greatest producer of peace- 
time goods to the world’s most 
formidable military power.” 

In an official WPB announce- 


ment, Nelson said today that 
“with our biggest battles coming 
up, this emphatically is not the 
time to divert any substantial 
quantities of materials, labor or 
facilities to less essential civilian 
production.” General resumption 
of civilian production, the an- 
nouncement said, must wait until 


“the war picture is a great deal 
clearer.”

A * comprehensive inquiry inte 
patronage practices in the public

tinue it by Hugo Wurdack, spon- 
sor of the antipatronage rule. Lee 
said he would present his report 
to the board, possibly at the 
February meeting. 

Lee, who was out of the city 
last week when it was disclosed 
that an effort had been made to 
conceal the fact members of the 
board had referred job seekers to 
the Supply Department, said he 
would not comment on this or on 
the firing of two department em- 
ployes, Bernard P. Concannon and 
John A. O’Brien, until he had as- 
certained the facts.

to Die, Marines’, 


Precedes Five Wild Jap Charges 


By MURLIN SPENCER 

WITH THE MARINES AT 
CAPE GLOUCESTER, Jan. 14— 
(Delayed) —(AP).—¥For fully five 
minutes the Japanese chanted and 
shouted, “prepare to die, marines.” 
At 4:15 a, m. they charged. 

Five times they charged, and 
five times the marines hurled 
them back in what has become 
the fiercest battle of the Cape 
Gloucester campaign —the battle 
of Walt’s Ridge, key to Hill 660. 

The battle on the western end 
of New Britain is over now and 
the full picture is complete. It is 
a picture of brave men slugging 
it out in vicious hand-to-hand en- 
counters; of a gun crew exhorted 
to superhuman efforts by the 
need for a lone piece of artillery; 
of bearded, weary men, their 
hearts pounding as though they 
would break as they hauled am- 
munition to the men on the line. 

For a half hour, the issue was 
in doubt. It was so serious that 
at the end of the fourth attack 
troops on the left side of the ma- 


rine line ran out of ammunition 


and carriers replenished the sup- 
ply barely four minutes before 
the Japanese launched their fifth 
and last attack. 

Lt. Col. Lewis Walt had his 


‘command post approximately 75 
yards from the tip of the ridge/ 


that was given his name. This 
former Colorado Aggie football 
player from Ft. Collins, Colo., 
took over command of the troops 
who had been in the line over a 
week. They were discouraged men 
who had lost two of their top- 
ranking officers in heavy fighting 
which preceded the final battle.

Near the top they dug in, for 
it wag getting dark. There was 
little sleep that night of Jan. 9 
for the Americans were too close 
to the enemy lines, One Japanese 
arrogantly stuck his head up from 
a foxhole and shouted, “How 
about a cigarette, Yank?” A ma- 
rine answered by shooting him 
through the head, 

Shortly after 4 a. m. the ma- 
rines got ready. At 4:10, they 
heard chanting and shrieking as 
the Nipponese worked up their 
spirits for the assault. It was 
designed to frighten the marines 
and it had worked before on in- 
experienced troops. But these ma- 
rines had heard it on Guadalcanal; 
they only tightened the grips on 
their rifles, 

One machine gunner turned to 
his assistant and remarked, “Light 
me a cigarette, buddy.” They were 
veterans, 

At 4:15 the Japanese charged. 

Over the front only 100 yards 
wide they came, rifles with —* 
nets fixed held before them, The 
Leathernecks met the charge with 
bayonets and hand grenades and 
hurled the onrushing Japanese 
back. But they had come _ s0 
close that Japanese dead tumbled 
into the marines’ own foxholes. 

Walt’s direction of the battle de- 
pended solely upon telephone lines 
running to company commanders, 
He turned to Sgt. Paul Cole, Kan- 
sas City, Mo., and said, “if you 
ever did it before, you’ve got to 
keep those wires in.” And Cole 
worked his heart out. 

After the fourth Japanese as- 
sault, the report came from the 
left side of the line “ammunition 
one.” The situation was critical. 

gt. Elmo Haney, 45 years old, of 
Dardanelle, Ark., a Leatherneck 
for 18 years, was in charge of the 
supply men. Chattering guns from 
the left side of the line told Walt 
that the ammunition carriers had 
arrived there in time. 

“What a job those men did,” 
“It was only a half 
mile, but it seemed like 10 miles, 
carrying heavy ammo up and 
wounded back.” 

Only four minutes’ after the 
supplies arrived the Japs charged 
a fifth time. The marines barely 
had time to load their rifles and 
machine guns. 

Walt called for artillery support. 

Lt. Frank Thideau. Sliver 
Spring, Md., -got his gun’s crew 
ready. They opened fire with 
cannister shells—deadly shells 
which spray a path from 15 to 30 
yards with 120 balls of shot—and 
nothing could stand before that. 


“That gun crashed a hole in the| 


Jap lines and we went through,” 
Walt related. 

Walt’s reward came from Brig. 
Gen. Lemuel Shepherd, Norfolk, 
Va., assistant division commander 
in charge of this phase of the 
Gloucester operation. Shepherd 
had been at the front during the 
intense fighting; had once been 
pinned down by machine-gun fire. 

“We'll call it Walt’s Ridge,” 
said the General.

PAY BUILDS CONVICTS 
MORALE SPEAKERSAY' 


R. M. Bangham, Chicago, Ad- 
dresses Prison Officials in 
Conference Here. 


Payment of wages to inmates of 

state and Federal prisons. for 
work they do on the institutions’ 
farms and in prison industries af- 
fords prisoners ‘an incentive and 
builds their morale, Robert M. 
Bangham, manager of the manu- 
facture and sales division of the 
Ohio penal institutions, said to- 
day. 
Speaking before prison officials 
from 19 Southern and Middlewest- 
ern states who are attending a 
two-day conference under the su- 
pervision of the prison industries 
branch of the War Production 
Board, Bangham said that neces- 
sity for increased production for 
the war effort led states to give 
greater consideration to payment 
of wages to prison labor. 

A recent survey showed that 15 
of 18 Southern and Middlewestern 
states now paid wages which 
range from one-half cent an hour 
for single men in Ohio, to five 
cents an hour for men with de- 
pendents. The earnings are placed 
in a fund which is released to the 
inmates at time of their return to 
society. 

Speaking last night, Col. War- 
ren J. Clear of the Army General 
Staff, former military attache on 
the Far East, told representatives 
at the conference that the United 
States forces in the Pacific have 
not yet.met the main Japanese 
divisions in combat, but have 
fought only “suicide” battalions. 

Military minds, in determining 
the ability of the Japanese to wage 
war, made the mistake of evalu- 
ating only the material power of 
the empire, without consideration 
of the spiritual teaching incul- 
cated in the Japanese that ‘the 
individual is created for the State, 
he said. 

Col. Clear, before the war, 
served as observer with the Sec- 
ond Imperial Division of Japan, 
which later met American troops 
on Guadalcanal, and was for four 
years military attache of the 
United States Embassy at Tokyo. 

Prison officials discussed meth- 
ods of increasing the food and in- 
dustrial output of state and Fed- 
eral prisons, the problems of pro- 
duction, processing, dehydrating 
and freezing foods for preserva- 
tion, as well as administrative 
problems in the institutions. 

Production of foodstuffs for 
consumption in the institutions 
has increased rapidly and the 
prison industries branch of the

production figures.

showing 3737 strikes in 1943, Van- 
denberg said in a statement in- 
serted in the Congressional Rec- 
ord: 

“Organized labor gave us a not- 
able ‘no strike’ pledge which has 
been widely kept. Unfortunately, 
however, it hag also been abused. 
It makes no difference in net re- 
sults that this ‘abuse’ has often 
been ‘unauthorized.’ 

“The Government figures tell us 
that there were 3737 total strikes 
in 1943, which is twice as many 
as the 1927-41 average, and that 
we lost 13,947,557 man-days of pro- 
duction as a result. It makes no 
difference that over-all production 
figures minimize those figures. An 
eight-ounce heart can stop a 200- 
pound body. 

“If the President, at long last, 
is now ready to face this problem 
unequivocally, I want to co-oper- 
ate. But I am unable to under- 
stand why we must regiment every 
adult male civilian and particular- 
ly every adult civillan woman in 
order to achieve the desired result. 

“In my view, such a remedy 
might become worse than the dis- 
ease, I prefer to outlaw all strikes 
or lockouts in defense production 
or services for the duration. Of 
course, there will still be @isputes; 
but, for the duration, they must 
be negotiated where the national 
defense is involved. 

“No dispute is as important as 
unbroken supply lines to our sol- 
dier sons and the law must say 
so in unequivocal terms.”

Questions McClellan on 
N. American Payments 
to Brokers in Case of 
Subsidiaries. 


William McClellan, board chair- 
man of Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri, was questioned today, at 
the deposition hearing in Frank 
J. Boehm’s $3,500,000 damage suit 
against North American Co., 
Union Electric and other firms 
and individuals, as to the North 


American’s method of marketing 
bond issues of its subsidiaries. 

Boehm charges in his suit that 
Dillon, Read & Co. of New York 
was paid 25 million dollars over 
a term of years for marketing se- 
curities of the North American's 
firms, as part of a conspiracy to 
profit through excessive broker- 
age commissions and. illegal fees 
at the cost of the general public. 
North American controls Union 
Electric. 

McClellan, who was president of 
another North American subsid- 
lary, Potomac Electric Power Co. 
of Washington, from 1933 to 1939, 
was questioned by Sebastian C. 
Pugliese, Pittsburgh lawyer, of 
Boehm’s counsel, as to the market- 
ing of the Potomac Co. bond is- 
sues through Dillon-Read, He said 
one issue, for $15,000,000, was han- 
died by ° Dillon-Read on a non- 
competitive basis, and that the 
firm’s fee was “perhaps around 3 
per cent.” 

Second Bond Issue, 

A second $15,000,000 bond issue, 
McClellan testified, was handled 
by Dillon-Read, but was awarded 
after competition.

One of Churchill's first visitors 
is expected to be Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, supreme Allied com- 
mander for western invasion. The 
Prime Minister has been in close 
touch with events during his con- 
valescence, but is said to be 
anxious to have the latest develop- 
ments. 

Churchill's reappearance’ in 
Commons came as a dramatic sur- 
prise to the House. 

Carrying a large bundle of type- 
written documents, he emerged 
from the shadows behind the 
speaker’s chair and walked brisk- 
ly to his seat. Cheers thundered 
spontaneously, and the members 
sprang to their feet. 

The Prime Minister reached 
London about 10 a.m. As 
he stepped from his train into the 
floodliighted station, terminating 
his longest wartime absence from 
the country, the small crowd pres- 
ent greeted him with cheers. 

He was not smoking his usual 
long black cigar. He wore his 
“Trinity House” uniform—black 
peajacket with yachting cap. set 
t a jaunty angle. 

Ten weeks had elapsed since 
Churchill left Britain to meet 
President Roosevelt and General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek at Cairo, 
from where he and the President 
went on to Teheran to meet Pre- 
mier Joseph Stalin. 

The first announcement of his 
illness came on Dec. 16, when Dep- 
uty Prime Minister Clement Att- 
lee informed Commons that the 
Prime Minister had developed a 
patch of pneumonia on his left 
lung. Churchill soon rallied, how- 
ever, and quickly regained his 
strength while convalescing at 
Marrakech, Morocco.

hev're’ Taking 
A Duck Census 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 (AP).— 
The great duck “census” began 
yesterday, and the nation’s migra- 
tory waterfowl were getting their 
bills counted in every state of the 
Union by census takers using 
blimps, planes, boats, autos, wad- 
ing boots and snow shoes. They’re 
starting to take another census 
today—of bond buyers. 

Ordered by Congress, the inven- 
tory is used in determining regu- 
lations for the next hunting sea- 
son. January is chosen because 
the birds then are fairly staion- 
ary; they're as far South as they 
are going but haven't yet started 
back . North. 

Last year’s “census” showed a 
population of 119,600,000. That 
isn't supposed to be an exact 
count. The duck counters spot 
as many as they can and estimate 
the total accordingly. As a result 
of last year’s inventory, plus more 
observations last summer at 
breeding grounds in Alaska and 
Canada, the Fish and Wildlife 
Service estimated that 150 million 
migratory waterfowl! would fly 
southward during the fall. 

The first winter inventory was 
in 1935, at the low point of the 
“duck depression.” Only 30 mil- 
lion were counted. 

This year’s inventory, requiring 
a week, will be taken with the 
co-operation of the National Park 
Service, Civilian Air Patrol, Na- 
val Air Service, Coast Guard, For- 
est Service, Soil Conservation 
Service, state forestry, game and 
fish departments and private or- 
ganizations,

chain or “foreign” ownership is 
desirable only when potential 
local ownership lacks finances 
and experience or would act con- 
trary to the best interests of the 
sport. 

+ Commissioner Landis always 
has been opposed to chain store 
ownership and his strong senti- 
ments in that direction occasion- 
ally have caused major league 
club owners some unhappiness, 
especially owners of clubs like 
the Cardinals and Yankees who 


have huge investments in minor 
league franchises and real prop- 
erty. The commissioner has gone 
so far at times as to suggest 
that if there isn’t enough local 
interest in baseball in a small 
town to support a team without 
aid from a major league club, 
that town should not have base- 
ball. 


Rebuilt the Minors. 

EFENDERS of the chain 
J) store or farm system can 

answer all attacks with 
sound arguments, however. 
When minor leagues were fall- 
ing by the wayside and no local 
capital could be found to start 
leagues in Podunk or Corn Cross- 
ing, the majors applied the fi- 
nancial] pulmotor, They bought 


clubs and even leagues and 
where it seemed better, they 


virtually guaranteed minor 
league clubs against loss, In ex- 
change, for instance, for the 
right to pick a player or play- 
ers from a minor league club, 
the major club would agree to 
pay, frequently in advance, sev- 
eral thousand dollars ai year. 
Frequently when the minor 
league club ran into midseason 
difficulty, the major club would 
advance more money. This was 
done selfishly, of course, as the 
major ¢lub wanted the minor 
league to ride through the sea- 
son, training the young players 
on the roster. But the practice 
also saved many ai faltering 
bush league circuit by nursing 
along a few weak sisters in the 


league. 

Restrictions, sponsored by 
Commissioner Landis usually, 
curbed major league ownership 
here and there, No longer is 
it possible for a club in the ma- 
jars to control an entire league, 
as the Cardinals actually con- 
trolled a small league several 
years ago. It also is against the | 
rules to have an interest in two | 
clubs, directly or indirectly, in

Local 
patronage would pay most of 
the bills and if a player or twe 
developed fair market vaiue the 
books showed a profit, 

Today, however, the picture 
has changed, Fang have become 
major league minded, Until gas 
rationing threw in tts big mon- 
key wrench, small town fans, 


- could drive to a big league city 


in a few hours. Or they could 
listen to play by play broadcasts 
over the radio. Small town at- 
tendance fell off. A pennant 
winner might break even. Most 
other clubs showed a loss. Lo 
calities ran out of angels. The 
fan who ran the cigar store and 
formerly backed the local team 
as a hobby, took up golf. There 
was no fun backing an almost 
certain financial loser. 

That's when the major leagues 
stepped in. And if they hadn't 
stepped in minor league base- 
ball would be in a sad state to- 
day. And if baseball were to 
adopt a strict rule against so- 
called “foreign” ownership, the 
minor leagues probably would 
go into a tail-spin again.

Just Kind of Story Berlin Might Be Expected 
to Plant—Hitler Needs Terms With Rus- 
sia, Not Britain, but First He Must Split 


the Allies.

T 


is getting nauseatingly strong. 


One of the disadvantages of a 
totalitarian, politically censored 
press like Russia’s is that every- 
thing is official. There being no 
free air for flying trial balloons, 
the Soviets have attempted to cre- 
ate an indoor sky in the Pravda 
“rumor” column. Whether such 
rumors are genuine or false, they 
re equally dangerous because 
they fatally involve the Kremlin’s 
consent to their publication with 
all its political consequences. Un- 
der such a system the Govern- 
ment’s policy is as shackled to 


the press as the press is subordi- 
nated to the Government. 


Why Was It Published. 

Most American comment seems 
to accept the British denial, not 
‘only as factually true but as po- 
litically believable. Even without 
such a denial there seems little 
likelihood that Britain, in a situa- 
tion which Field Marshal Smuts 
has described as the weakest 
among the three Allied powers, 
would undertake such a headlong 
step whose discovery would ir- 
remediably compromise our posi- 
tion. 

Observers are thus thrown back 
on asking why the Soviets should 
publish the story. Its brutally ex- 
plicit terms—‘“secret meeting— 
Ribbentrop—separate peace with 
Germany—meeting not without 
results”’—leave little left unsaid 
even under the reservation of ru- 
mor; and the existence of Soviet 
censorship largely cancels that 
reservation. 

Opinion here divides into three 
camps, roughly classifiable as: 
Pro-Soviet, middle-of-the-road, and 

anti-Soviet. 

Pro-Soviet opinion is that the 
Russians actually believé what 
they are saying and that Pravda 
classifies it as rumor only to avoid 
splitting the Allied front. 

The middle-of-the-roaders believe 
that the Soviets, without being 
too sure whether the story is true 
or not, see therein a good chance 
for edging the British-American 
would-be arbiters out of interven- 
tion in the Polish boundary ques- 
tion. 

The anti-Soviet view is that the 
Russians themselves are contem- 
plating the possibility of a deal 
for peace with Germany and wish 
to lay groundwork of justification 
therefor, or that they wish the 
Allies to believe they are consid- 
ering such a step if the Allies con- 
tinue to show interest in the Pol- 
ish question. 


Polish Question Involved. 

It seems pretty certain, because 
of juxtaposition in time, that this 
“planted” story—which, needless to 
say, could never have passed Brit- 
ish political censorship in Cairo 
and would instantly be disavowed 
by the alleged Greek and Yugoslav 
sources from which it purportedly 
sprang—is somehow connected 
with diplomatic leverage on the 
Polish question. 

In the view of most American 
editorialists and correspondents, 
the Pravda rumor is connected 
with the all-out Russian pressure 
on the Poles. Handouts by the 
Russian Information Bureau have 
been hitting the Poles polemically 
from every direction. What the 
British and Americans seem to 
object to in this case is the choice 
of weapons which the New York 
Herald Tribune, for example, calls 
a product of “useless maladroit- 
ness.” 

What is objected to is that the 
bludgeon of the direct charge hits 
all the Allies merely in order to 
gain a few extra leagues of Polish 
territory for which there is still 
ample time for calm negotiation. 

Observers to whom it seems im- 
possible that the Russians can be- 
lieve what they are saying, ex- 
cept up to the point they consider 
it politically expedient to pretend 
to believe it in order to rush the 
Polish settlement, are asking 
themselves where the Russians got 
this story in the first place. No- 
body believes it actually came 
from the Greeks and Yugoslavs in 
Cairo unless they are renegades 
to the Allied cause, Whose fabri- 
cation is it, then? 


Just What Nazis 
Would Want. 


It is fair to say that this story 
follows so beautifully what the 
Germans would want published in| 
the Russian press at this time that 
one cannot exclude the possibility

VICHYITES TALKING 
OF IMMINENT PEACE

LISBON, Jan. 18 (AP).—Prav-

INVASION OF 
SOUTHERN FRANCE

HE statement by Gen. Sir 
T Henry Maitland Wilson, Al- 

lied commander-in-chief in 
the Mediterranean, that he does 
not rule out the possibility of an 
Allied landing in Southern France, 
is suggestive in more ways than 
one. Not only does it hint at the 
possible future employment of the 
French Army now being trained 
in North Africa and seasoned in 
Italy, but the very fact that such 
a statement was made tells us 
that the.Germans are not going 
to be allowed to feel secure on 
any part -of. the- vast perimeter 
which they must now defend. 


It is, of eou be . antic- 
ipated that var 3 diversionary 
operations will be undertaken, to 
prevent the Germans from con- 
centrating their forces to resist 
our main attack in Western Eu- 
rope, 

So considered, Southern France 
is of particular strategic interest. 
We have a good base for attack- 
ing the south coast of France— 
the island of Corsica. It is per- 
haps significant that we have had 
little, if any, news from Corsica 
recently; but a glance at the map 
tells us that about 80 miles of the 
Mediterranean coast of France is 
within 110-120 miles of some point 
of the Corsican shore. This is 
practicable, if not comfortable, 
range for fighter aircraft; which 
means that we can give good air 
cover for landing operations over 
thig entire stretch of beach. If 
all, or a great part of the 450,000 
French and African troops now 
training in North Africa were to 
be landed along this coast, at a 
time when a major invasion of 
Western Europe from the British 
Isles either was actually in prog- 
ress or imminent, the Germans 
would be presented with a very 
troublesome dilemma. 

Either they would have to send 
enough troops to Southern France 
to make a successful resistance, 
or they would have to try to de- 
lay the French Army with min- 
imum forces while devoting their 
major attention to the main show. 

If they adopted the first al- 
ternative, they would have to de- 
tach something like 15 divisions 
for the purpose, which might well 
result in fatal weakness at the 
decisive point, as the full power 
of the British-American offensive 
develops and every ounce of mo- 
bile German fighting power be- 
comes vitally needed ‘to stop it. 


If the Germans adopted the sec- 
ond alternative, the French might 
make such good progress as to 
possess themselves of a good part 
of the Rhone Valley; they would 
thus have a broad and deep beach- 
head in Southern France, with the 
ports of Marseille and Toulon 
through which Allied power could 
pour into the country and threat- 
en the communications and aup- 
ply areas of the German Army on 
the. west coast. Moreover, such a 
French lodgment would supply a 
rallying point for the internal 
forces’ of French resistance; and 
if not checked it might extend its 
zone of control to the valley of 
the Garonne and the Atlantic 
coast of France, thus affording 
still other routes of entry for Al- 
lied troops.

The Butler County Evictions 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Some half-million Negro boys are now 
serving in our armed forces. Many of 
these boys are fighting and dying on 
foreign soil so that the Chinese, the 
Jews, the anti-Fascists, freedom-loving 
peoples of all the world may return 
to their homes and the life they knew 
before Hitler and Hirohito. 

As a Negro, I need not wonder how 
the news of the Butler County evictions 
will affect their morale. Undoubtedly, 
the knowledge that they must return 
to a second-class citizenship is none too 
encouraging. 

The 13 Negroes were imported 
into Ash Hill Township as farm hands, 
a war occupation as essential as any 
munition plant job, yet taboo and preju- 
dice could not be sacrificed for even so 
good a cause as theirs. Just doesn’t make 
sense! Especially to those of us still 
mindful of how food prices soared sky- 
ward last summer, and of how our Gov- 
ernment found it necessary to import 
labor from Mexico and the Bahamas. 

It seems that Missouri isn’t satisfied 
with its ill-gained fame of Sikeston. Now 
the farmers and townspeople of little 
Ash Hill Township pop into prominence, 

Are you listening, Tojo? This is hot 
stuff; better grab it before the “hill- 
billies” wise up. 

I wonder if Ash Hill Township farmers 
greet each other with the traditional 
“Howdy neighbor,” or “Heil Hitler”?

BBC Bans Wodehouse 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I note the recent generous offer of 
space in your columns in which you in- 
vite comment on the report that the 
British Broadcasting Co, no longer in- 
cludes in its programs any of the lyrics 
of P. G. Wodehouse. First, on the ques- 
tion of fact, your information is quite 
correct, though unrelated to the alleged 
(and non-existent) BBC ban on jokes 
in general. 

Will you permit me briefly to quote, 
with acknowledgments to the Saturday 
Review of Literature, an eminent Ameri- 
can, Elmer Davis, who at the time of the 
first Wodehouse broadcast from Berlin, 
analyzed the background of this type of 
collaborationism ? 

“It must be confessed,” he wrote, “that 
there are men and women in England 
who feel belligerent and who think that 
the old England held certain values be- 
sides the life typified by Blandings Cas- 
tle and know that those values would 
not survive defeat. ... The Nazis are 
smart fellows as well as ‘nice fellows.’ 
They know that people who would be 
impervious to Lord Haw-Haw might be 
softened up by the creator of ‘Jeeves.’”

The report of the ICC that railroad accidents 
increased by almost half in the 12 months ended 
at the last mid-year is shocking. But it is no- 
where near as shocking as the consequences will 
be if, in the commission’s words, aggressive ac- 
tion is not taken “without awaiting the occur- 
rence of a disastrous accident.” 

It would seem that there would be no need 
for further statement of the fact that the rail- 
roads are at a crisis, weakened to the danger 
point by unfulfilled requirements in materials, 
equipment and man power. The ICC has said 
so; the Truman committee has said so; the Di- 
rector of Defense Transportation, Mr. Eastman, 
hag said so, and the House Naval Affairs Sub- 
committee has said so. 

From among the many measures which now 
appear to be needed to restore safety to the 
operation of the nation’s railroads, four stand 
out: 

1. The railroads need priorities on man power. 
They have given up more than 240,000 workers 
to the armed forces, according to the estimate of 
the Railroad Retirement Board. A good railroad 
man is not made overnight. Much experience 
is required before he becomes a dependably safe 
worker. Inexperienced help in the operation 
and inspection of traing has been blamed time 
and again for a large part of the decline in rail- 
road safety. 

2. The railroads need priorities on equipment, 
particularly rails. During the depression, they 
replaced old rails with new at only half the nor- 
mal rate. When the national defense and, later, 
the war production program came along, there 
was not steel enough for the roads to make up 
the deficiencies in new rails. As a direct result, 
the number of wrecks caused by broken rails 
hag increased 117 per cent in three years, to 
631 in 1942, 

3. The railroads need to build more safety into 
their physical plant. The ICC calls the block 
system the best known method of preventing col- 
lisions. Yet 28 of the collisions the ICC investi- 
gated in the last fiscal year were on lines that 


‘ Jacked the block system. The railroads are mak- 


ing plenty of money in these war boom days. 
On account of the heavy increase in the demands 
made upon them, they need every possible me- 
chanical aid to safety now more than they have 
ever needed it before. 

4. The railroads need to build more safety 
into their personnel, both management and labor. 
The House Naval Affairs Subcommittee blamed 
management for resisting attempts before the 
war to induce them to buy more equipment. It 
declared a negative attitude on the part of the 
industry is continuing to be a contributing cause 
of a critical condition. The ICC said many acci- 


dents would have been prevented if “the urge: 


to keep trains moving” had not been permitted 
by management “to take precedence over safety.” 
The record of recent disasters on the railroads 
indicates that train crews too often are lacking 
in training or judgment, or do not apply what 
they know. 

While the railroad accident record was de- 
teriorating, the bus lines improved their safety 
record, reducing the number of accidents by 
about one-fourth from the preceding year, and 
the air lines made their best safety record in 
four years. They are having to meet essentially 
the same problem as the railroads—much more 
to be done, and not enough to do it with. The 
railroads are performing a hard job in a manner 
which, as the ICC said, is “extraordinary.” All 
praise to them for it; but they are not doing 
equally well, or well enough for conditions to 
be permitted to go on ag they are, in the mainte- 
nance of safety. 
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Failure of a Greedy Plot 


A bold attempt by insiders in the St. Louis 
local of the AFL Steamfitters’ Union to line 
their own pockets with funds collected in part 
from their fellow workers who were not admitted 
to full membership in the union has failed. 

After the Post-Dispatch disclosed that some 
300 members, who by reason of their long mem- 
bership were in a select classification and con- 
trolled the policies of the union, had taken sur- 
plug funds from the treasury to split among them- 
selves, the International Union acted promptly 
to suspend the local and take charge of its af- 
fairs. A representative of the International 
learned that the “dividend” which each of the 
insiders got for himself from this slick deal was 
a $500 war bond, the issuing price of which was 
$375. 

Now the local union has voted that the bene- 
fiting members must turn these bonds back to 
the treasury, The International brands the trans- 
action as improper, pointing out that the local 
union was not chartered for “profit-sharing.” 

The greedy, plot, which happily has been 


stopped, was an indefensible wrong against the . 


workers whose funds were taken, and against all

Canada Fights Off Inflation 


Canada’s effective fight against inflation, as 
reported by George Thiem, a special correspond- 
ent of this newspaper, shows that our neighbor 
to the north and its people aré aware of the 
troubles that will be theirs if prices get out of 
hand, 

The Canadian Government has a policy whose 
main principle is a co-ordinated control that 
will hold both wages and prices in line. This 
principle is backed up by taxation of incomes 
at rates much stiffer than those imposed by our 
own Government. Other means, too, are used 
as conditions require, and one of these is the 
prompt application of consumer and producer 
subsidies at those points where the dam against 
inflation appears in danger a breaking. 

We are not doing as good a job as afe the 
Canadians in holding the line against inflation. 
There is too much hesitating and faltering and 
backing down in our policy. The fault lies with 
both Congress and the administration, and also 
with the people who are divided into blocs and 
factions pulling in all directions as they seek 
selfish advantage. 

It is. time for Congress to show intelligent 
leadership; to tax with courage; to provide such 
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subsidies as are needed to make price control 
effective; to demand that the administration 
stop retreating from wage control; in short, to 
adopt and apply a policy which will have some 
chance to save the nation from the ravages of 
inflation. 
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Bigotry in Ash Hill Township 

There are many grounds for condemning the 
recent shameful events in Ash Hill Township, 
Butler County, in Southeast Missouri. These 
events, and the persons responsible for them, 
may be condemned as giving aid and comfort to 
the Axis, as grossly violating the tenets of Amer- 
icanism, as disturbing domestic unity, as abridg- 
ing the rights of citizens, as affronting the funda- 
mentals of common sense. And on every count, 
the condemnation ig in order. 

Certainly the farmers who participated in the 
eviction of Negro families and in the other racial 
disturbances in Ash Hill Township have displayed 
a low grade of Americanism and have brought 
discredit upon Missouri and upon Butler County, 
where race relations have been excellent. 

In clinging to their community’s tradition of 

barring Negroes, they have also shown a singular 
lack of concern for’their neighbors. One farmer, 
whose white tenants had moved, brought in four 
Negro families to clear some bottom land. A mob 
of acutely race-conscious Ash Hill residents 
forced these Negroes to move out. Another 
farmer, so handicapped by lack of help that he 
turned cattle and hogs into an 80-acre corn field, 
brought in a Negro and his wife to share-crop 
10 acres of cotton. He was threatened with bod- 
ily harm. The virus has infected the younger 
generation as well, for a school superintendent 
was forced to flee yesterday when 100 boys 
threatened to lynch him because his father had 
brought Negroes into the township to work. 
. Here is an ugly outburst of race prejudice in 
Missouri reaching a point rarely approached even 
in the Deep South. The Negro may be a victim 
of acute discrimination there, but at least, in a 
time of labor shortage, the white-supremacy 
shouters are not so bigoted as to reject his serv- 
ices as a farm laborer. : 

The law-enforcement authorities of Butler 
County, it is good to know, are on the alert. They 
announce their readiness to protect the Negroes 
in their right to work and the white farmers in 
their right to hire Negro labor. The grand jury 
has indicted 71 men for alleged participation in 
the eviction. It may well be that the case will 
not end there, in view of the Federal statute 
directed against violation of civil rights, under 
which Government authorities have proceeded on 
several occasions.

Whatever Oriental purpose the Russians might 
have had in printing the rumor that two English 
officials met Von Ribbentrop to discuss a sep- 
arate peace, the net effect is to dramatize the 
absurdity of such gossip. It was hardly necessary 
for the British Foreign Office to say “there is 
no truth” in the story or for the London Daily 
Mail to call it “an insult to the British people.” 

The attitude of the British toward this war 
has been so completely demonstrated as to fre 
quire no defense. After Dunkerque, the isles 
were practically defenseless, except for the Air 
Corps and the Navy; we furnished them with 
what we had, even down to small arms. They 
fought on. They survived the fall of France; 
the London blitz; the blandishments of Rudolf 
Hess,-then the No. 3 Nazi; the loss of Hongkong, 
Burma and Singapore, For 400 years, no such 
twilight had descended upon the British Jack. 
But the flame of freedom in British hearts 
burned only brighter. 

The British don’t quit. 
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Opportunity for the OWI 
Dr. Goebbels, via the Berlin radio, has been 
telling Britain that “the United States will fight 
on to the last British soldier.” At the same time, 
he has been telling the United States that “Eng- 
land will fight on to the last American soldier.” 
These twin lines of propaganda have disturbed 
neither America nor. Britain. Now there’s a 
chance to apply the same technique, but with-

out double-talk, to Germans who listen in on 


Allied broadcasts, and they are numerous. The 
Russians report that Gen. Vatutin’s First Ukraine 
Army, now driving across Poland, has killed 100,- 
000 Germans in three weeks. So it’s in order 
to send the people of the Reich some such mes- 
sage as this: “Hitler will fight on to the last 
German soldier.” 

We trust the OWI {s making the most of this 
opportunity in its foreign-language broadcasts.

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 15. 


In the morning mail I received two let- 
ters. One was from my husband, who has 
been in the Army and fighting since last 
October. I always open my husband's let- 
ters last; then I can spend more time read- 
ing them. So the first letter I opened was 
from a buddy of his, who is in England 
also, telling me that my husband has been 
killed, As yet I have not been notified by 
the War Department, but maybe you can 
understand how I felt. Then I opened the 
letter from my husband and I thought it 
was so wonderful I'd like to pass it on, 

The date on it says Dec. 21, 1943, and 
T haven't heard from him since that date. 
To understand how he felt, you should 
know a little bit mone about him. He was 
born in a small town in Arkansas and was 
an orphan since he was a small boy. He 
had no one but me and we were so close 
—we had so much to look forward to after 
the war was over. He was such a good 
boy who had had lots of trouble growing 
up. He never had much, and when we fell 
in love he was so happy. 

We have been married two years. He 
was 34 years old and I am 29, so we both 
were old enough to know what we had 
missed and wanted. I’m all he had and he 
clung to me like a man who is drowning. 

He was S/Sgt. Earl Crumpton, an engi- 
neer gunner on a bomber, and he had to 
die for his country before his baby was 
born, The baby won't be here for a couple 
of months.

We had a war orphans’ party here at 
the club for a bunch of the children whose 
folks were killed in the blitz; and when I 
saw the look of faith on those kids’ faces, 
then I knew the meaning of war at last. 


I am proud to be doing my bit, no mat- 
ter how small. That smile of faith and 
courage those kids had for us Yanks, as 
they call us, made me feel like bawling. 
I wanted to take them all in my arms and 
protect them from all harm. I guess you 
were right—I am only a softy at heart; 
but funny as it seems, I’m proud of it. 


But enough of the war for now. How is 
everything with you? Are you well? Do 
you miss me? How’s the weather there? 
And a million other questions. Write me 
everything. Whether it rained yesterday 
(it’s raining right now), Is there any snow 
on the ground? Can you still buy a drink 
there? Please write pages, darling, be 
cause I get so blue here sometimes that I 
just want to die. I miss you terribly and 
love you so much I can hardly wait till I 
get back—if I ever do. No more dreams 
for us then, darling. Just the reality of 
being home. That one little word “home.” 
I never missed it till I left the land of 
dreams—the good old U, S. A, 


Well, I guess you are getting tired of 
hearing me sing the blues, so maybe I 
better ring off for this time.

High Cost of States’ Rights

There are times when states’ rights add 
up to wrongs. That is, the exercise of 
states’ rights contributes. toe wrong results. 
Generally speaking, such results accrue 
from the attempted performance by states 
of functions which could be perfarmed bet- 
ter by the Federal Government. When that 
is the case, it is folly to claim, on sentimen- 
tal grounds, the priority of the states. 

The issue of states’ rights is credited, or 
blamed, for the action of the United States 
Senate in tossing back to the states the 
problem of arranging for the millions of 
men in the armed services to cast their bal- 
lots in the. 1944 primaries and presiden- 
tial election. The simple truth of the mat- 
ter is that in most states the machinery

doesn’t exist for efficient handling of the 
problem, if it can be accomplished at all. 

In Missouri, for instance, an attempt was 
made to modify the law to make it easier 
for men in the armed services to vote, but 
the modification did not accomplish the pur- 
pose. As the law stands, ballots cannot be 
sent out until within 30 days of the elec- 
tion date, and must be back in Jefferson 
City one day after the election, It is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether Missouri men in 
foreign fields or on the seas would be able 
to receive ballots and return them in time. 

The men’in the services are entitled to 
vote. Depriving them of that right, or 
jeopardizing it, js too high a price to pay 
for the preservation of states’ rights. 


A Road Map to World Peace 
In Book on America’s Role 


**The Road to Peace and Freedom,” by Irving Braat. 

(Bobbe-Merrill Co., Indianapolis.) 

Today we know that the American dream 
is possible of fulfillment only in a free and 
peaceful world. We know, too, that such « 
world is possible only through American 
devotion to that ideal of freedom. We Rnow 
that the time is at hand when we must cast 
the die for future war or future peace— 
and yet one is shocked daily by public in- 
difference and by unchecked attempts on 
every hand to sabotage the efforts for peace 
in the name of nationalism, rugged individ- 
ualism and American independence. 

This book is a powerful, convincing and 
sane highway map of the road America 
must travel if we are to win the things for 
which we are fighting. In a first chapter 
that is worth the price of the book as a 
piece of trenchant exposition, Brant out- 
lines the problem of today and points out 
how history has already set limits on the 
scope of our decisions. He believes that 
the world’s future depends as never before 
upon the course America follows, and that 
the economic problems are inextricably 
bound to the political, as the national are 
to the international,

Brant outlines critically, and sometimes 
caustically, though seldom unfairly, Amer- 
ican foreign policy as it functioned in the 
past and as it functions today. He shows 
how the time lags and blind spots in Amer~- 
ican thinking affect our world relation- 
ships. His chapters on occupied Europe, 
Russia and Asia (China and India) should 
be especially valuable in clearing up mud- 
dled American thinking about these world 
areas whose interrelationship with our own 
future can no longer be denied by even 
the narrowest-minded nationalist, 

The closing chapters examine the terms 
of peace and possible forms of world or- 
ganization through which. world peace 
might be maintained. He effectively ex- 
plodes the loose talk about “loss of na- 
tional sovereignty” in undertaking the re- 
sponsibility of world organization. Without 
the security of some such world organiza- 
tion, he asserts, no nation will dare disarm, 
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The writer analyzes the shortcomings of 
such plans as Streit’s “Federal Union,” but 
shows how an international organization 
might work in the fields of currency, labor 
standards, economic and tariff controls, 
raw material allocations, social programe 
and many others without infringing on the 
sovereignty of participating nations. 

It is too bad that most of those who read 
the book will be those who already believe 
as Irving Brant does, while it will go un- 
read by the nationalists, the Fascist-minded, 
the myth-believers and those who are mere- 
ly indifferent to the crisis of our times, 
But everyone who does read it will be bet- 
ter armed to carry on the fight for per- 


manent world peace.

So, considering the fact that 
Congress is recalcitrant on taxes, 
and has proved unable effectively 
to grapple with stabilization and 
food prices, I think we are not go- 
ing to get a National Service Act. 

+ * * 

Nor am I impressed with most 
of the arguments advanced for 
guch an act. Military men, who 
want it, conceive of wartime so- 
ciety in which everybody is a sol- 
dier. But when one thinks the 
matter through, one wonders just 
how this can be justly achieved 
without going completely Social- 
ist and authoritarian. 


All armies are Socialist and au- 
thoritarian. No one in them works 
for profit; everyone is fed, housed 
and clothed at the expense of the 
state; all pay rates are fixed in 
rigid hierarchy; and everyone is 
under command of the officer 
above him. Genuine Army stand- 
ards cannot be applied to any part 
of a free social system without 
destroying it. Some people would 
like to regiment one part of the 
system, and leave the other (to 
which they themselves belong) 
free, because there seems to be 
a natural cussed desire to push 
someone else around. But if you 
make a nation’s workers into an 
army, you create that “Prussian 
Socialism” which we are fighting. 

Military men are convinced, it 
geems, that a National Service 
Act will prevent strikes. But the 
truth is that you can lead a man 
to a work bench, but you cannot 
make him work, unless he has an 
officer immediately over him to 
compel him, under continuing pen- 
alties. The manhours lost by 
strikes have been, for the last 12 
months, far less than the man 
hours lost through the common 
cold, and man hours can be lost 
by disgruntled workers gracing 
the factories by their presence, as 
well as by workers absenting 
themselves. 
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A Headache in Britain. 
HAT would eae National Serv- 
W ice Act cost? We have al- 
ready registered every man 
between the ages of 18 and 65, an 
expensive process, and Congress 
never voted a sufficient appropria- 


tion to do a thorough occupational 
analysis. An additional registra- 


tion of all women, and a constant 
checkup on everybody moving, 
dying, coming of age or changing 
occupation would mean a gigantic 
bureaucracy. By the time a thou- 
sand workers for an industry in 
special need had been sorted out 
of hundreds of thousands, employ- 
ment offices would probably find 
many of them already engaged in 
essential work, or sick, dead or 
moved. 

What can be done in the “tight 
little islands” of Britain is no 
measure of what is practical on 
our continent, and even in Britain, 
where the war is much more close- 
ly felt in @very home, national 
service has given its administrator, 
Mr. Bevin, many headaches, and 
has really come down, except in 


coal mining for which Britons 
have been drafted out of all class- 
es, to calling for volunteers. 
* ¢ *& 
American women have been 
most articulate in demanding a 
National Service Act. Their mo- 
tives are admirable, but if it 
comes to a showdown I doubt 
whether the enthusiasm of a well- 
to-do woman would survive being 
drafted for work in a commercial 
laundry. Yet the nation does need 
laundry workers. There are many 
vacancies in WAVES and WAC, 
but hardly nough to justify the 
a of every American fe- 
male, 


- . 
Where Women Can Serve. 

The blunt truth is that most Amer- 
ican women not in war work can 
best serve by better doing just 
what they are doing now, writing 
cheerful letters to the boys abroad 
and not telling them continually 
about how people are slacking at 
home, and taking care of their 
children, for whom, after all, the 
war ig being fought. - 

If labor were really slacking we 
would not have achieved the 
“miracle of production” recog- 
nized by everybody from our regi- 
mented enemies to Mr. Stalin. 

Behind all the antistrike legis- 
lation, direct or indirect, Hes the 
curious idea that American work- 
ers are somehow less patriotic and 
sacrificial than other classes. I 
see not the slightest evidence that 
this is true. We are all members 
of the same people, and all pretty 
much alike. The parable of the 
moat and the beam needs re- 
reading.

216 POINTS ADVANCED 


/FOR FARM MEAT SALES 


Action Permits Large-Scale 
Buying, Expected to Cut 
Hog Runs to Markets. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion has advanced the use of -120 
red meat points for on-the-farm 
purchase of rationed meats, no- 
tably pork. 

While this will give consumers 
ample ration points for buying 
meats, OPA said it expected its 
order would encourage farmers to 
slaughter their hogs on the farm 
—“thus cutting down the number 
of hogs coming into the congested 
markets.” 

The’ OPA action validated the 
red stamps in Book Four num- 
bered “eight” and lettered A 
through M for immediate use in 
on-the-farm purchases of rationed 
meats, 

For advance purchases of meats 
from farmers, the last 96 brown 
points remaining in Book Three 
also may be used, OPA said. The 
action gives 216 points to every 
consumer for such meat  pur- 
chases, 

The price agency said that the 
advance use of stamps will not 
increase the individual meat ra- 
tion allowed any consumer, It 
merely allows the consumer’ to 
buy fairly large amounts from 
farm slaughterers at one time, a 
practice common in some areas. 
There has been considerable 
criticism recently from farm 
sources of the rationing system, 
with hogs piling up at terminal 
markets and several stockyards 
forced to declare an embargo on 
shipments of live hogs. 

The number eight coupons in 
Book Four are each good for 10 
points, regardless of the point 
value printed on them, the OPA 
said. In normal usage, these cou- 
pons would have been exchanged 
for the new ration tokens after 
Feb. 22. 

Unrationed sales of certain types 
of women’s shoes retailing for 
less than $3 a pair will be per- 
mitted through Feb. 5, the OPA 
announced. The point-free sales 
were originally. scheduled to end 
at midnight Jan. 29. The author- 
ization does not include all shoe 
types selling at $3 or less. Only 
slow-moving st@ks, chiefly nov- 
elty types, are affected, 
Restrictions on the purchase of 
all plumbing, heating and cooking 
equipment, except certain items 
specifically rationed, were re- 
moved by the War Production 
Board. 

Consumers are free to buy bath- 
tubs, lavatories, toilets, laundry 
trays, sinks, showers, shower 
stalls, condensation pumps, chem- 
ical toilets, drinking fountains, 
septic tanks, grease interceptors, 
flush tanks, scullery sinks and 
wash fountains without authori- 
zation. 

Unrationed cooking equipment, 
such as gas hot plates, charcoal 
stoves, alcohol stoves and port- 
able gasoline stoves also may be 
purchased without WPB approval. 
Cooking and heating stoves 
placed under rationing by the 
OPA last fall will continue to be 
rationed, the WPB said. Com- 
mercial cooking equipment, com- 
mercial stokers, domestic oilburn- 
ers, furnaces, boilers, water heat- 
ers, range boilers and cast iron 
tubular radiators will continue to 
require WPB approval before 
purchase,

PLAY ‘BLITHE SPIRIT 
DELIGHT AT AMERICAN 


Clifton Webb, Peggy Wood, 
Haila Stoddard, Mildred Nat- 
wick in Coward Comedy.

Noel Coward comedy at its best 
returned to the American Theater 
last night in the shape of “Blithe 
Spirit,” the story of a man with 


two wives, one living, one dead, 
but both of them active at all 
times, 

Clifton Webb plays the part of 
Charles, the man so burdened. 
Peggy Wood plays Ruth, the living 
wife; Haila Stoddard, the wife 
who’s dead. Mildred Natwick is 
Madame Arcati, the medium who 
brings Haila back from wherever 
she’s been since her death seven 
years before the story opens. It 
becomes quite a household, with 
Peggy calling Webb.an “astral 
bigamist,” refusing to “live an- 
other minute in the house with 
that awful ghost,” and Haila plot- 
ting to kill Webb so he may “come 
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over” and live happily with her 
ever after. 
" How Webb eventually is freed 
of both his consorts makes the 
play the extra-special Coward 
feast it is.

The description above of the 
main outlines of the play is what 
you might call the “surface” 
aspects of “Blithe Spirit.” Any 
Coward comedy, looked at only on 
its surfaces, would seem merely 
incredible and rather silly, even 
though endowed with the extraor- 
dinary Coward aptitude for bril- 
liant dialogue and audacious sit- 
uation, 

But Coward's comedies, under 
their surface veneers of dash-it-all 
nonsense, have a habit of being 
rather serious, with a consistent, 
original and rather tough philoso- 
phy at their roots. 

Look at “Blithe Spirit” there- 
fore as a sort of fable of a man 
and the two women who mattered 
in his life. That way it makes 
sense as well as laughs. Haila, 
the “Blithe Spirit,” who died 
young and left Webb aching, is 
succeeded by Peggy, the comfort- 
able companion of .a comfortable 
middle age. But comfort palls, 
and our hero goes back in lone- 
liness in his own mind to the days 
of first “careless” raptures, The 
raptures prove too careless, no 
more satisfactory than the drab 
certainties of later. In the end 
the man, cleansed of futile de- 
sires, “crosses waters,” quite 
alone, leaving all hig ghosts .be- 
hind. Eugene O’Neill hasn’t pre- 
sented better psychological drama. 
And Coward is much the more en- 
tertaining at it. ,

The cast is wonderful. Miss 
Stoddard is the blithest and most 
seductive bit of materialized pro- 
toplasm this reviewer ever hopes 
to see in the part. Webb as the 
be-wifed husband is a drawing- 
room Hamlet of true twentieth 
century dimensions.

10 REACH 3000 


1200 Known Dead, More 
Than 5000 Injured — 
Damage Estimated Up 
to 100 Million Dollars, 


BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 18 (AP). 
—Fears that the death toll would 
reach 3000 were expressed today 
by rescue workers who uncovered 
still more bodies in the Andean 
city of San Juan, which’ was 
wrecked by an earthquake over 
the week end. At least 1200 were 
known to be dead and more than 
5000 injured. 

Argentina observed a national 
day of mourning today. 

Estimates of the damage, in- 
cluding part of the wine crop, 
reached as high as 400 million 
pesos (100 million dollars). 

The ruined city has been evacu- 
ated and only soldiers and rescue 
squads still remain, digging among 
the debris. President Gen. Pedro 
Ramirez was expected to arrive in 
San Juan today to assume per 
sonal direction of rescue and re- 
lief work. 

Public and private contributions 
are continuing to pour in and are 
expected to reach 10 million dol- 
lars.

PLEASE NOTICE SYBIL’S typical collegiate desire to 
splurge in a dramatic way. I have outlined the fact that juve- 
nile delinquency has been rising by leaps and bounds during the 
war, largely because of the age gullibility of 15 and 16 year old 
girls who are flattered to be taken for 18 or 19. I pointed out 
the fact that many mothers have been coaxed out of the home 
by high wages and the glamor of war work while their chil- 
dren have been left at home, often unchaperoned for the late 
afternoon and evening. I had stressed the fact that the churches 
are not reaching even 50 per cent of our American homes each 
week. Since morality is based on ethical habits, and as the 
churches are vital to their development, then we need a more 
vigorous spread of such ethical idealism, The clergymen and 
Sunday School teachers are thus challenged by current im-

' WASHINGTON, Monday,

. ESTERDAY we had several 


people at lunch with us. At 


7 o'clock, I went to speak at 
a regular Sunday evening supper 
group at St. John’s Church. After 
that I joined other members of 
our family at the Attorney Gener- 
al and Mrs. Biddle’s house to hear 
Mr. George Biddle tell of his ex- 
periences in the European thea- 
ter of war. 

Today I am on my way to New 
Brunswick, N. J. where I am to 
speak first for the New Jersey 
College for Women, and in the

City very late this evening, but as 
I have a few people to see there 
tomorrow morning, it seemed bet- 
ter to go on tonight than to stay 
in New Brunswick. 

I was much interested In talk- 
ing to Miss Mary Pickford the 

ther day when she told me that 
she had adopted two children, a 
T-year-old boy and a baby girl who 
is now 17 months old. I had just 
received a letter in the mai] which 
drew to my attention the fact that 
while many people were willing to 
adopt babies, or children under 3- 


“year-olds, the institutions found it 


very difficult to place children 
over six. The wrifer asked me if 
I would not suggest to people who 
have lost loved ones in this war, 
that it would be a great advan- 
tage if they would take a child 


into their homes, and bring him 
up in memory of the one who is 
not returning. 

It seems to me a wonderful 
idea, although I realize that when 
people have lost members of the 
family who are grown, it may be 
almost impossible to go back to 
the days and conditions of life in 
which they were prepared to bring 
up youngsters. Even taking in a 
child in his teens means adjusting 
a household to many things which 
may have been completely aban- 
doned after one’s own children 
have grown up. But there may 


‘be other families where young 


people are still part of the house- 
hold, and I imagine that it might 
ease the hearts of some mothers 
and fathers to feel that in memory 
of the child they loved, they are 
giving another child the oppor- 
tunity to enjoy the benefits of a 
real home.

UNDER THE HEADING “What

ologist. There is ony one en- 
docrine abnormality which leads 
to mental. retardation and that is 
eretinism, or congenital absence 
of the thyroid gland. This will re- 
spond to thyroid feeding, but to be 
auccessful it has to be done during 
the first few weeks or months of 
life. And obviously the diagnosis 
can not be made at this period on 
the basis of mental retardation be- 
cause the baby hasn't enough 
mental life to evaluate clinically.

AND IF THE parents and doc- 
tor wait until the full-blown pic- 
ture of cretinism develops—the 
frog baby, with heavy counte- 
nance, protruding nips. thick skin, 
lack of growth, pot belly, insecure 
posture, delayed dentation and 
sluggish reactions—it is too late 
for thyroid; the damage is done. 

The condition should be spotted 
by the obstetrician or pediatrician 
during the first weeks of life. One 
hint for diagnosis is a persistent

Romance Still Blooms on the Campus 
Soldiers Stationed at Washington ‘U. Relieve Threatened Man Shortage.

OU can save any tears you 

may have been tempted to 

shed over the plight of the col- 
lege girls. Ever since the draft 
age was icwered tc.18, there has 
been a prevailing belief that the 
seats of learning were about to 
lose their standing as social cen- 
ters and matrimonial meccas, as 
all but the lame, the halt, and the 
engineering students marched off 
to war. Things would come to 
such a state that college girls 
would get nothing out of college 
but an education. 

Some of the coeds and inmates 
of girls’ schools have felt the stag- 
gering blow as stag lines have 
blown. Ata recent deans of wom- 
en convention in Chicago, some of 
these girls’ guardians complained 
that service men stationed on col- 
lege campures were sanubbing 
coeds in favor of the cute chicks 
who could be met where hts 
were brighter and restrictions 
lighter. 

Girls from the National College 
of Education,- Evanston, Ill,,' be- 
moaned the fact that servicemen 
didn’t come to their dances even 
when expressly invited.. At Mon- 
ticello College, Alton, Ill, half the 
gine were forced to don bluejeans 
o supply the trousered group at 
dances. 

A member of the Stephens Col- 
lege faculty in Columbia, Mo., told 
us that although there were plen- 
ty of service men on the neighbor- 
ing Missouri University campus, 
too many of them had a téndency 
to whip out a snapshot of the lit- 
tle woman and the kiddies just as 
soon as the hopeful Stephens girl 
had staked out a claim on him. 

We visited the Washington Uni- 
versity campus the other day ex- 
peating to find co-eds there sing- 
ng the same refrain of “No love, 
no nuthin',” but learned that lo 


cally at least the situation ig much , 


happier. The enrollment of civilian 
men students has dropped to 764, 
less than the 995 women students, 
but soldiers etationed there for 
ASTP or other training, usually 
number from 1700 to 2000, creating 
a comfortable surplus, and from 
all indications W. U. co-eds are 
not being snubbed. 

In fact, as one girl summed 
things up, “Life is more interest- 
img than ever before,” and Adele 
C. Starbird, dean of women, com- 
mented: “Sometimes I think the 
reason our women's enrollment in- 
creased this year was because 
word got around that dates were 
plentiful.” 

Our chief informants on the 
Washington U. state of affairs 
were Frances Royse, president of 
Mortar Board and ‘member of 
Kappa Kappa Gamma; Libby 
Boles, president of Women’s Stu- 
dent Government Association, and 
Gamma Phi Beta; Peggy Rider, 
Kappa Alpha Theta, and 
Schwankhaus, president of Pi Beta 
Phi. In all justice, it must be 
pointed out that these four pretty 
girla will probably never experi- 
ence a man shortage, but. they 


assured us as they sat in confer 
ence in the dean’s office that no 
W, U, girl need sit at home with 
a good book, unless she’s an us- 
usually constant reader. 

“There are fewer older boys,” 
Frances Royes admitted, “and 
those of ug who are seniors like 
Libby and I sometimes feel that 
everyone we know has gone away, 
but the younger girls are having 
more fun than ever, 

“Of course,” she added, “you 
have to go to the Open House 
parties to meet service men. You 
can’t just stand in the middle of 
the campus and say ‘I want to 
know a soldier,'” 

Although the latter practice 
might not be devoid of possibili- 
ties, the Open House custom offers 
the ideal opportunity for Wash- 
ington U. girls to meet service 
men, Every Sunday the women's 
building with its sorority rooms is 
open to visiting service men, most 
of whom want to meet girls. Oc- 
casionally there is.a difficult cus- 
tomer like the soldier at one Open 
House party who resisted all at- 
tempts at conversation. Finally 
Dean Starbird decided he must be 
unusually lonesome or homesick 
and sought out one of the officers 
to ask about it. 

“Oh, he's all right,” the officer 
said. “He told me he just wanted 
to come here and git in a comfort- 
able chair and be left alone. He 
didn’t want to talk or read or play 
games; all he wanted was to sit in 
an overstuffed chair because he 
hadn't sat in one for months.” 

Besides the Open House gather- 
ings, dances are given for service 


‘students in 


men and occasionally the service 
men’s groups entertain in return. 
When soldiers were first stationed 
on the campus so much entertain- 
ing was done for them that civil- 
jan students, who had given up 
their dormitories and fraternity 
houses to the Army, began to 
ggg at giving up their girls, 
00, For the most part, we were 
told, civiliang and soldiers get 
along well a see et ag 


Since service men are not in 
the same classes with the girls 
there is not much opportunity for 
classroom romance, unless they 
happen to be taking chemistry or 
pre-medical courses or some such 
subject which rates a deferment 
for men students. 

“Even then you're not sure,” 
said one of the girls. “We used to 
have a lot of men in my pre-med 
class but now all we have are 
some Japanese ad 

All the soldiers in training at 
the university are former college 
e college age group, 
except for some of the language 
students who are slightly older, or 
to quote one of the girls, “as old 
as 34." The fact that they have 
mutual college interests adds to 
their desirability ag far as the 

irla are concerned, and some of 

e soldiere have come to Open 
House parties and asked to meet 
girls from the sorority they pre- 
ferred at their own college. 

Most of the service men are en- 
listed men, the officers being in 
the “married and older” class. The 
Washington University Y. W. C. A. 
co-operates with the girls who

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want to find out if the soldier of 
their choice is really footloose and 
fancy free by a card file where 
girls can check a service man’s 
marital] status, religion, educatien, 
outside interests, and practically 
everything but his honorable in- 
tentions. 

Besides supplying added interest 
to the socia] scene, having the 
Army on the campus has fur- 
nished an unquestionable excuse 
for coeds who are late to class, 
“I got caught behind the Army” 
has preved acceptable without 
further explanation. 

“Especially at 8 o’clock in the 
morning and 1 o'clock in the after- 
noon when every soldier op the 
campus in on the move,” said 
Peggy Rider. “It’s like taking your 
life in your hands to venture out 
Platoons come from every direc- 
tion, I usually just stand behind a 
tree until it's safe to come out.” 

Anyone who fears that college 
may have lost its gaiety need 
only stand around the campus, 
listening toa the rhythmic “hup- 
two-three-four,” the command 
“eyes left,” or right as the case 
may be when a platoon marches 
past the women’s building or the 
women's athletic field, and from 
unorganized collegiate comman- 
dos, spontaneous whistles of flat- 
tery, or an occasiona) burst of 
happy song. 

“And such songs,” sighs Dean 
Starbird. “Songs no woman should 
listen to. I never thought I’d be 
hearing them right under my own 
window.”
